Further Developments In 


Girl's Death Are Expect- 
ed by-Danville Attorney 
Working On Case. 


David Leavanworth, an attorney of 


New York, is in Danville, for a con-' 
ference with Harry Berman, and J. M. 
Terrell, in connection -with the mys- 
tcrious death in New York of Mabel 
Dixon. early In January, when she -was 
found drugged and later died at a 
hospital. 
New developments In the 


casu are expected as the result of £he 
Nw lork attorney's visit here. 


It was learned this morning that 


two letters have been found which 
\vei" written to Dixie Dixon from a 
point in Ohio two days prior to her 
death. 
The letter asked the girl to 


meet the writer in New York. The 
lett°r was signed "Margaret" but an 
investigation has failed to Identify or 
1'ic.ue such a person, and it is believed 
that there is no such person. It -was 
stated this morning by Attorney Ber-« 
man that he and his associate lawyers 
had every r aion to believe that the 
letter warf concocted by R. M. Bliss, 
husband of Dixie D.,xon, who has not 
yet been located, despite every effort 
to find him. 
It will be remembered 


that the girl -who was hre on a visit 
to her parents a short time before hes 
death, told her parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Terrell, that she was planning to meet 
a friend in New York whom she re- 
ferred to as Margaret. 


Mabel Dixon 
was found 
drugged 


late one night early in January and 
taken to a hospital where she later 
died without shedding any light on 
the case. Martin Ryan, the chauffeur 
oi the machine in which she was rid- 
ing, was held and was freed at a pre- 
liminary trial. Mr. and Mrs. Terrell 
here*, were not satisfied with the in-« 
vestigation which failed to enlighten 
them or to clear the mystery in any 
way. 
They secured the Danville at- 


torney and the investigation -was re- 
opened. During the time it -was said 
that the girl who was here on a visit 
an international ring of drug smug-- 
glers but had later become disconnect- 
ed with them. A party of them were 
arrested and it is believed that the

them up" and that her death was 
through revenge and to set her out of 
the way lest she hinder their opera- 
tions further.
